The press should not, under 


any circumstances, be made an 
investigative arm of the law. 
Yet that caa be the effect if 
reporters are consistently 


to reveal to 


bodies the names of people who 
provide information with the 
understanding they will not be 
identified. 


At the same time, we haw 


doubts about "shield laws" that 
would write into the statute 
books special privileges for 
newsmen. True, the press to 
granted special treatment 
under the Pint Amendment to 
the Constitution - not for the 
benefit 
of 
editors 
and 


publishers but for the benefit of 
the reading and listening 
public. But when you begin 
defining and limiting freedom 
of the press, you run Into 
trouble. 


We also are concerned about 


the proper functioning of the 
Judicial process, so we do not 
take lightly the statement of 
Roger C. Cramton, an assistant 
U.S. attorney general, before a 
House subcommittee. Said Mr. 
Cramton: 


"The power to compel in- 


formation to at Its most vital 


tha aaeldat -sHesaaV** 


when a person's liberty or 
livelihood may ha at Make. 
.Not only may the creation of a 
privilege impair the ability of 
the grand Jury to gather in- 
formation to insure a fair and 
correct indictment, it also may 
impair the constitutional right 
of the defendant to compel 
testimony in his behalf." 


For the time being, anyway, 


the proper solution to this 
potentially serious problem 
escapes us. Quito possibly, it to 
one of those problems-myriad 
m number-to which there is no 


We plead, though, for public 


awareness, for public concern. 
The free flow of Information 
about matters of public iatsriit 
should bo a matter of primary 
concern to the public. If the 
public has no interest in 
maintaining that flow, it may 
dry up one day, Judge Learned 
Hand said it well: 


"I often wonder whether wo 


do not rest our hopes too much 
upon constitutions, ipon laws 
and upon courts. These are

Christmas pageants in December are 


as inevitable as taxes in April, June 
brides and the Fourth of July coming in 
the middle of summer. 


In the small East Texas town where I 


was reared, the local Ministerial 
Alliance (all three preachers) began to 
get the pageant bug sometime after the 
start of school and just before 
Thanksgiving- The pageant was always 
held in the First Baptist Church due to 
the amount of pews, and casting for ail 
the parts, including the all-church choir, 
wtoamen, Mary, Joseph, and assorted 
heads of stock took up several nights 
during the first week in December. 


The pageant was essentially the same 


every year, but Christmas being 
Christmas, the program was always 
expected, appreciated and talked about. 


When we moved to town, I was a wee 


lad of about eight, and the first Christ- 
mas I played the "S" in a line of stair- 
stepped kids wearing sign., that spelled 
out "Merry Christmas." I was the last 
"S", not the first ou«. But I grew fast and 
graduated to the "Big M" in about six 
years, bypassing Melvin Runyan who 
had a seven-year run as the "I", and a 
stout girl named Ruby Lee who was cast 
as the "M" for 14 straight Christmas 
pageants. 


My stage "career" suffered only one 


minor setback. I was demoted one 
Christmas from the "S" (first one) to the 
"T" because during a rehearsal I 
became ill and upchucked up all over 
"I's" feet. 


Dad played » shepherd for as long as I 


could remember because he looked good 
in a terry cloth bathrobe and owned the 
only pair of sandles in a town known for 
having the largest sales in cowboy boots 
per capita on the North American 


continent. 


The year I was a senior In high school, 


Bop and I shared billing as the main wise 
men. I was gold and Pop was franken- 
conse. The preacher's son was myrrh, 
but he had a lisp and didn't nave many 
lines. 


I remember vividly buying a new red 


robe for the occasion, and even picked 
up a pair of girls sandles at The Hub 
department store in nearby Ciarksville 
and painted them tan so they would 
"look sandy." 


I wanted to add a realistic touch and 


carry around a book of philosophy under 
my arm, but Mom vetoed that idea. 
However, she did consent to the staff I 
had rigged from a bamboo fishing cane 
and some black thread. 


The pageant went off fine, eventhough 


I received some after-theater criticism 
from my Dad for hamming up the act in 
the manger. (I kicked a sleepy sheep- 
played by my sister.) 


As far as I know our Christmas 


pageants were unique in more way* than 
one. It to the only (liristnias pageant I 
have ever witnessed where Mary had 
ratted hair and Joseph wore cowboy 
boots with Durango spurs.

David Powers and Kenneth 


O'Donnell were in Los An- 
geles to promote their book, 
"Johnny. We Hardly Knew 
Ye," their memories of their 
long years at the side of Jack 
Kennedy. They knew the late 
President as well, or better, 
than any other two men. Aad 
they know the Kennedy fam- 
ily. 


"I think Teddy witt do 
everything a man can do to 
get the nomination," says 
Dave Powers, "without do- 
ing it." 


He compares the situation 


today to that in 1966, Just 
after the Democratic ticket 
(Stevenson-Kefauver) went 
down to defeat at the hands 
of Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
Powers says Jack Kennedy 
made up his mind on elec- 
tion night, 19SC, that he was 
going for the top spot la 'M. 
And he believes that Teddy 
Kennedy has reached the 
same decision now, regard- 
ing T*. 


O'Donnell quotes an old 
Irish proverb — "the acorn 
can never fall too far from 
the tree"-as folksy proof 
that Teddy has the family 
ambition. But he believes it's 
too soon to say for sure what 
will happen four years from

Both Powers and O'Don- 
nell feel the first issue con- 
fronting the Democratic 
party is reorganization. 


The' two men say t h e y 
wrote their book, "Johnny. 
We Hardly Knew Ye." most- 
ly to correct misconceptions 
a b o u t John F. Kennedy 
which have sprung up. They 
believe, as Powers says, that 
"everybody wants to make 
JFK Cameloi," and he was 
just a man. 


They started taping their 
reminiscences right after the 
assassination in Dallas. It's 
been in the works for nine 
years. 


"We were in no hurry." 
Powers says. "We k n e w 
there'd be other books. But 
it's becoming increasingly 
difficult to saturate the man 
from the myth." 


"This is oae we owed 


aim," says O'Donnell. "It's 
up to us to correct many 
previous books." 


Primarily, t h o y see the 
question of JFK's position on 
Vietnam as *Ht major mis- 
c o a c o p t i o n which has 
cropped up. 


"At the t i m e he died." 
says Powers, "he was taking 
men out of Vietnam. He had 
pledged to tad our involve- 
ment in Vietnam, aad had 
promised total disengage- 
ment by the end of '66. 


"There are two things peo- 
ple should remember—under 
bis administration there was 
never a draftee sent to Viet- 
nam aad there was never a 
bomb dropped on Vietnam." 


O'Donnell s a y s that the 
Vietnam war was a minor 
matter in the Kennedy ad- 
ministration. 


"1 think." he says, "that 
Vietnam took up about two 
minutes of our time. Ninety 
per cent of Jack's time was 
spent on the major interna- 
tional issue then — Berlin. I 
don't think I heard iht* word 
'Vietnam' mentioned three 
times in those years." 


Both of t h e m are con- 


vinced t h a t , had John F. 


Kennedy l i v e d , we would 
have been out of Vietnam 
very soon. 


"We hoped the Vietnamese 
would be fret," O'Donnell 
says^but we weren't very 


What emerges mostly from 
their book is John F. Ken- 
nedy's genuine humanity. 
And they say that the one 
word which comes first to 
mind when they think of him 
is "fun." 


"If you didn't fight with 


him, he didn't talk to you " 
says O'Donnell. 


"He loved to fight." Pow- 
ers agrees. "He would say 
•How can you find out what's 
going on if you don't argue7' 
Lyndon would get mad at 
you if you didn't agree with 
him. but not Jack." 


"He was a lovely guy with 
an attractive smile." O'Don- 
nell says, "but scratch him 
and he was steel."

He is a big rangy 
man with a hawklike face 
and although he s m i l e s 
easily - in fact giggles — you 
can read malevolence into 
it. What the hell. Richard 
Widmark cackled e v i l l y 
when he shoved a cripple 
d o w n a staircase — in a 
movie, of course. 


Now don't get the impres- 


sion Dave Wilcox is the bad 
guy in this scenario. He just 
happens to be a linebacker 
on the strong side for the San 
Francisco 49ers whose main 
job is to knock people down. 
And he happens to like his 
work. 


He's suited for it because 


he's a shade over 6-2 and 
w e i g h s a deceptive 239 
pounds. He has been in the 
all-pro class since 1967 when 
he was first dredged up by 
NEA for honors from a 49er 
team weak on defense. Dave 
was too physical to ignore. 


There is, for him, a trans- 


cendent appeal in playing 
football. And a surprising 
sensitivity in talking about 
it. 


"Look, I'm f r o m Vale, 
Ore.," he says. "If it hadn't 
been for football, I'd prob- 
ably never have even flown 
in an airplane. 


"I really dig the game. 


Where else can you get 40 
people working their butts 
off toward one goal? It's kind 
of a unity thing. It's part of 
being something good. Ath- 
letics teaches an Individual. 
The first thing it teaches you 
is that you're never going to 
win everything. 


"I want to be the best line- 


backer ever to p l a y the 


game. It'll never happen, of 
course. I'd like to play the 
perfect season and that will 
never happen either. 


"When I came into the 


pros, 1 was just some guy 
from Oregon. I was teed off 
—all you heard about from 
Oregon was T e r r y Baker 
(the Heisman Award-winning 
quarterback f r o m Oregon 
State who never made it with 
the Los Angeles Hams) I 
don't think I really have got- 
ten rid of my teed-off atti- 
tude. 


"I had the same feeling of 


awe as any rookie. For five 
y e a r s before that, I had 
watched the Baltimore Colts 
on TV. They were the best. 
Then I intercepted a pass 
against the Colts and I re- 
membered John U n i t a s 
tackled me on the runback. 
All I could think of was, 'He 
k n o c k e d me down, the 
SOB.' " 


Wilcox had been an end 


and guard at the University 
of Oregon and was drafted in 
the third round by San Fran- 
cisco in 1964. He became a 
regular linebacker in the 
third game of his rookie sea- 
son and is now rounding out 
his ninth campaign at the 
same spot. 


"What I do best," he says, 


"is not let people block me. 
I don't give a bleep if the 
play goes the other way, I 
hate to get blocked. W a l t 
Garrison of the Cowboys 
knocked me down t h r e e 
times in one game. That 
really made me mad. 


"Football is emotional, but 
it's tough to say you can play 
it at one level for a whole 
season. You're going to hit 
some high points against nat- 
ural rivals, like the Rams."

Jackie Robinson: 'Man with a mission'

NEW YORK (NEA) 


I share something with former National League pitch- 


ers. Jackie Robinsoji haunts my memory, too. 


Days alter Robinson's death, I was still thinking of a 


lunch I had with him about four years ago. I had walked 
into his midtown Manhattan office to pick him up. He 
was on the phone, legs up on his desk, talking to some 
friend about a celebrity golf event in which, this year. 
he had not been invited. Robinson had gone to several 
previous tournaments in the series. 


He wanted the friend to find out why there was no in- 


vitation. Did it have anything to do with some of his 
recent controversial remarks about ••racism in Amer- 
ira." "We'll give it a good fight," Robinson said, smiling. 
He had the shaft of his glasses in his teeth. 


Jackie Robinson, it seemed to me, enjoyed the fight. 


Even then, at age 49, suffering from diabetes, failing 
eyesight that would render him virtually blind before his 
deattT high blood pressure, heart trouble, the drug addic- 
tion of us son, Jackie Jr., he was still combative. 


"Look at Jackie now," wrinkled Satchel Paige told me 


a couple years ago, "and his hair's white and you'd think 
he was my grandfather.' 


He didn't sound old, though speaking in that dynamic 


falsetto he sounded more like Liberace than you'd expect 
of this rough exballplayer, so menacing on the bases, who 
suffered so manv pitchers trying to stuff baseballs in his 
ear who broke the color barrier in a white eliiist game 
and'had to live with "black bastard" echoing through the 
dugouts and the caverns of his mind. 


At hi* funeral, however, tbt rtev Jesse Jackson's 


eulogy rang through the great vaulted Riverside Church, 
and the phrase for Jackie Robinson had changed from 
"black bastard" to "black knight." 


Robinson had become a Hall of Famer, but his place 


in history does not stop at Cooperstown. Baseball pro- 
vided the setting for a milestone in the American human 
rights struggle. Robinsor. helped open the doors of oppor- 
tunity not only in sports but in many other areas of 
America. 


Jesse Jackson compared Robinson to Louis Pasteur 


and Gandhi and Martin Luther King and Jesus as a man 
who gave others hope by example. This may seem a wild 
exaggeration. But if you were a 13-year-old black boy 
like Ed Charles living in Florida—where blacks were still 
being lynched—it was not so wild. 


"I owe so much to Jackie Robinson," said Charles, an 


ex-major-league infielder. "All black players do. We tend 
to forget. I n e v e r will. When Jackie Robinson came 
through my home town with the Dodgers in 1947, it was 
the biggest day of my life. It was the biggest day of all 
our lives. 


••I realized then I could play in the major leagues. They 


pushed the old people to the ballpark in wheelchairs and 
some came on crutches and a few blind people were led 
to the park. 


"When it was over, we chased the Dodger train as far 


as we could with Robinson waving to us from the back. 
We ran until we couldn't hear the sound any more. We 
were exhausted but we were never so happy." 


I told Robinson at lunch that I had recently been in 


Chicago and had talked casually with a black shoeshine 
boy in his early teens. I asked who his favorite baseball 
player was. 


"Ernie Banks." the bootblack said. "Willie Mays, too. 


Yeah, I wanna be a ball player, too. Like him." 


I asked the fellow if he wanted to be a ball player like 


Jackie Robinson, too? "Who?" he asked. 


"Jackie Robinson." 
"Never heard of him." 
This was neither sad nor surprising to Robinson. He 


dealt in realities. 


• It's true that many black kids have never heard of 


me," he said. "But they haven't heard of the Montgomery 
bus boycott in I860, either. And that was the beginning of 
Dr. King's nonviolent movement. They don't get any kind 
of black history in their school books. They want it. They 
read only about white society. They're made to feel like 
nonpersons. This is frustrating. It's up to the power struc- 
ture of this country to understand these kids. Then the 
burnings, the muggings, the dope, the despair, much of 
what plagues this country will be greatly lessened. 


'Black athletes playing today carry prestige. They can

The "old-timer" fought until he died. He fought for bet- 


ter housing, he fought for better schooling, he fought for 
greater say for blacks in government, he fought for a 
black manager in baseball. 


While he angered the mossbacks who thought he wanted 


too much too fast, he continued to inspire with the cour- 
age of his fight that would encompass freedom for all 
men.
